Paris—WV-The French 
cabinet 


was reported authoritatively today 
to have decided to stake its life in 
the chamber of deputies on a com- 
bined policy of non-intervention in 
the Spanish civil war and "vigilant 
defense" of French interests. 


Informed political sources said 


that the ministers, meeting with 
President Albert Lebrun, chose this 
course in the controversy raging 
over leftist demands for frcnch aid 
to government Spain to prevent ad- 
verse results of an Italian-supported 
victory for the insurgents. 


Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 


was reported to have insisted, be- 
fore the cabinet, on maintaining 
neutrality in Spain and 
keeping 


France's Pyrenees border closed to 
help for the sorely-pressed govern- 
ment. This, he was said to have in- 
sisted, was necessary to bold Bri- 
ain's support for France in other 
European problems.

orized to appoint boards to investi- 
gate and make recommendations on 
complaints that the law had been 
violated. Board members would re- 
ceive $10 a day while hearing the 
dispute.

wage scale provided in the act if, 
upon examination of a firm's books 
and local conditions, they decided 
that an exception was warranted.

Control Over American Press 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLEE 


New York—The campaign of Mr. Roosevelt. Thurman Arnold and 


Harold Ickes against the newspapers closely follows the, method of Hit- 
ler's preparatory work against Czechoslovakia and Mussolini's buildup of 
his case against Abyssinia. The axis dictators started' at a murmur and 
•worked up to a wild howl of outrage. The New Deal, after a long session 
of needling, is now beginning to reveal a serious in- 
tention to muzzle or starve the American kind of 
journalism, which is generally admitted to be the best 
journalism in the world. 


Meanwhile the New Deal has been building up its 


own type of press. Herbert Hoover has accused the 
administration of employing a thousand. paid pub- 
licity agents daily and hourly to praise, color and sell 
its official acts and "pollute thought with the drugs 
of propaganda." 


In moving for the abolition .of the so-called national 


emergency council, Representative Bruce Barton 
charged that the council was only a' front for a band 
of 290 press agents "engaged in disseminating pub- 
licity for the New Deal/.' 
Peeler 


"The council maintains a field staff in the various stales supposedly for' 


the purpose of co-ordinating federal emergency activities," he 'said. "But 
in reality this staff constitutes a corps of publicity agents for the Demo- 
cratic party." 


Both Hoover and Barton are experts on publicity and propaganda but 


they ere prejudiced and therefore 
may exaggerate. However, it is well 
known that this administration has 
hired more newspapermen as propa- 
gandists than any other, with the 
possible exception of Wilson's tem- 
porary wartime machine, and it 
should be remembered that Musso- 
lini, as one of his earliest appeals 
for willing praise, bribed all the 
journalists of Italy to go along with 
him by creating a system of job 
protection and other benefits in the 
privately owned press. He. didn't 
have to take his press agents into 
the government The government, 
which was Mussolini's, forced the 
press, which became a government 
agency, to grant them conditions 
which a free press could not main- 
tain. 
Arnold Makes Pass 
At Newspaper Income 


Mr. Arnold has made a pass at the 


advertising revenues of the papers 
in a statement arguing that adver- 
tising fosters unjust monopoly by 
enabling the advertiser to sell more 
goods than a non-advertiser to the 
detriment of the latter. Thus in a 
roovc ostensibly intended to protect 
the non-advertiser the newspapers 
would ttb deprived of the income by 
which they live and the 
field 


would be cleared for some new kind 
of journalism. 


Possibly the new kind would be 


the European type which prints 
only propaganda and picks up its 
money from political parties, mu- 
nitions makers and foreign interests. 
Jt might be a government press. The' 
range for conjecture is wide, the 
only certainty being that the Amer- 
ican type of press, with its fine vir- 
tues and its acknowledged but not 
capital faults, would be put to death 
as a penalty for opposing the New 
DeaL 


Ickes argues along the same lines 


in holding that because papers to 
live by the money received from 
the advertising trade they must fa- 
vor the interests of advertisers and 
betray the interests of the public. 
He refuses to admit that it is pos- 
sible for a paper and an advertiser 
to make an even trade of space for 
an agreed amount of money with- 
out any hidden-and dishonest obli- 
gation on the part of the papers to 


perform implied but unstated fa- 
vors for the customer. 
Objective Is Shown 
In Their Remarks 


None of them has yet openly ad- 


mitted an intention to kill off the 
existing type of American news- 
paper, but the objective reveals it- 
self in their remarks, for if Arnold 
and Ickes had their way the papers 
simply could not live. The presi- 
dent has been less bold, leaving the 
heavy duty to his two Henlelns, 
after the manner of Hitler in Czech- 
oslovakia. They have been turning 
on the heat with occasional re- 
marks from him, and they have now 
reached the stage of arguing, per 
Ickes, that the press should be but 
isn't, a servant of a free democracy, 
i. If that is what it should be but 
Isn't, then possibly the New Deal 
will feel a duty to make it so. The 
method is first to convict it 
by 


propaganda, then to kill it by laws 
curtailing the advertising and con- 
sequent starvation and, finally, to 
compel the new American press to 
serve free democracy. 
j 


Mr. Ickes obviously feels quali- 


fied to decide just what constitutes 
service and what is disservice to 
free democracy and in the final de- 
velopment of the plan might be in- 
dfcced to serve as national editor, 
perhaps from a quiet sanctum in 
the Washington Naval 
hospital,

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DEATH ENTERS A DECLINE 


Although complete reports have not 


as yet been compiled, the National Safety 
Council estimates a total of 31,500 deaths 
from automobile accidents in the United 
States during 1938. Viewed emotionally, 
this is an appalling piece of news. Sta- 
tistically, however, it is cause for rejoic- 
ing. 
Not since 1933 has there been a 


smaller death list. 


If the prediction of the council is ac- 


curate, there will have been a reduction 
of 8,000 from the all-time high of 39,500 
recorded in 1937. One of the most en- 
couraging facts is that November, which 
showed a decline of 17 per cent in the 
number of deaths from automobile acci- 
dents, was the thirteenth consecutive 
month of improvement. 


It is probable that a definite determi- 


nation of the principal cause of the im- 
provement would be difficult, if not im- 
possible. Many factors have contributed 
to the growing control over this menace 
to human life—improvement in highway 
construction, a growing consciousness of 


unlimited arms and supplies from outside. 


For a time within the last ttw weeks 


there have been impressive signs that the 
end was near. After long preparation, 
and with substantial foreign aid, General 
Franco launched a determined attack 
which seemed to have many evidences of 
finality. Within two weeks, the National- 
ist Army, advancing from Lerida to Bar- 
celona, smashed the Loyalist outpost po- 
sitions along the Segre and seemed to 
have cleared the way for the final en- 
cuelement of the city. 


But the latest drive to end the Span- 


ish war has been halted by a Loyalist 
diversion, an offensive in the southwest 
that has swept beyond the Zujar river, 
and which lias as its purpose a penetra- 
tion to the Portuguese border which will 
split Insurgent Spain in two. This strate- 
gy has had the effect of compelling Gen- 
eral Franco to withdraw troops from Cat- 
alonia, thus weakening, if not stopping en- 
tirely, the whole northern drive. 


There is one positive and one probable 


consequence of the continuing war in 
Spain. The ruin of Spain may be regard- 
ed as a certainty. 


With respect to the war there is but 


one thing for the nations of the world 
to concern themselves about, and that is 
to make sure that the sparks flying high 
from the Spanish conflagration do not set 
Europe ablaze.

MARKETING QUOTA TEST 


By granting a writ of certiorari to a 


group of Georgia tobacco growers the Su- 
preme Court of the United States will 
decide the. validity of penalties levied 
under the agricultural adjustment act of 
1938 for marketing tobacco last year in 
excess of the quotas fixed bv Secretary 
Wallace. 


Although adopted by the required 


two-thirds vote of growers, the plaintiffs 
maintain that the quota sections of the 
act is a denial of due process. They fur- 
ther contend that act is invalid because 
it attempts to regulate all sales of to- 
bacco, intrastate and interstate, and vests 
the Secretary -with undue legislative 
power. 


Of course there is much more to the 


outcome than the question of whether 
penalties incurred must be paid. Outlaw- 
ing of the quota system,, while of no con- 
sequence to tobacco marketing this year 
—the growers having recently rejected it 
—would nullify the cotton growers' as- 
ceptance.

are these: At the end of-December 
1936. a few days before Mr. Murphy 
was inaugurated as Governor of 
Michigan there began a'sit-down 
strike in some of the'.General Mo- 
tors plants. The priginal position 
of the company was that while it 
would permit plant managers to 
discuss grievances with represen- 
tatives of the workers, the centra] 
management of the company would 
not engage in collective bargaining. 
The original demand of the union 
was that it should be recognized as 
the sole bargaining agency of all 
the workers. The sit-down strike 
began, therefore, at:a" time' when 
the company was denying the right 
of collective bargaining , and 
the 


union, which had never laced an 
election of the 
employees, was 


claiming not only the right of col- 
lective bargaining but the right to 
be treated as the only agent en- 
titled to bargain. 


These positions were so hopeless- 


ly far apart that for a month, the 
month of January, 1937, there was 
a deadlock. The plants were oc- 
cupied by the sit-down strikers and 
violence was increasing. 
During 


this period the only hope of a ne- 
gotiated settlement lay in persuad- 
ing the management to give way 
by consenting to negotiate and in 
persuading Mr. Lewis and the union 
to give up the claim to be the ex- 
clusive agent of the employees.. 


The company was the first to give 


way. It announced its willingness 
to negotiate provided the plants 
were evacuated. The strikers on 
the other hand, r.efused to evacuate 
unless the CIO union was recog- 
nized as sole bargaining agent 
Company Reluctant 
To Seek Court Aid 


It was at this point in the dead- 


lock that the company, which had 
obtained injunctions but not en- 
forcing orders, reluctantly applied 
to the courts for an order which 
would invoke force to evacuate the 
plants. The reluctance of the Gen- 
eral Motors Company is under- 
standable. 
The company officials 


realized that the forcible ejection 
of the strikers might mean blood- 
shed and no company, especially 
one engaged in competition to sell 
cars to workingmen all over the 
country, could fail to shrink from 
the prospect of bloodshed in the 
plants. There was no strike at this 
time, we must remember, in Ford 
or in Chrysler: so General Motors 
would have borne the whole com- 
mercial consequences. 
That fact, 


plus the humane sentiments of the 
management and of the principal 
local stockholders, undoubtedly ex- 
plain why the company tolerated 
the sit-down for nearly a month 
before applying to the courts for an 
order which involked force. 


When they did finally go to the 


courts they accompanied this action 
by entering into direct negotiations 
with Mr. Lewis under the auspices 
of Governor Murphy." This is im- 
portant because it shows, I think, 
that the purpose of the company 
was not to have the strikers ejected 
by the National Guard but to use 
the court order as a final threat to 
compel Mr. Lewis to agree to a bas- 
is for the negotiations which the 
company was now ready to under- 
take. That this xvas the real situa- 
tion is shown, it seems to be. by the 
fact .that the court order was ob- 


tained while .the Governor's con- 
ference was in progress., 
Used Court Order 
to Make Lewis Bend 
/The disclosures by Mr.' Murphy 
to the Senate Committee now 
show, and for the first time, what 
was his real policy in respect to 
the court order. 
He used . it 
in 


private dealings with Mr. Lewis 'to 
compel Mr. L^yis to yield enough 
to make possible a settlement. That 
is now known. It is known that 
the'Governor held up the enforce- 
inent1 of the order for a few days, 
less-than a week, while he con- 
vinced Mr. Lewis that he would 
enforce it if Mr. Lewis did not give 
way. 


He prepared 
his own orders to 


demnttlon of the principle of the 
sit-down strike. 


The decision to save Mr.-Lewis's 


face may well have been a states- 
manlike decision to make. But the 
decision not to condemn the sit- 
down strike publicly and in un- 
mistakable terms was, I believe, 
a cardinal error on his part and- on 
the part of the President. It left in 
doubt something that no govern- 
ment ought ever for a moment to 
leave in doubt;. Where it stands on 
the issue of upholding the law. The 
refusal to take a clear stand on that 
issue not only encouraged more sit- 
down strikes but, by shaking the 
public confidence, provoked coun- 
ter-violence in the form of vigi- 
lantes and set in motion a danger- 
ous tide of reactionary sentiment.

They don't send their 
children to Sunday schooL Yet the 
church is the only 
organization 


whose primary concern is planting 
a sense of ethical values 
in 
the 


minds of our youth. 


While the Scout Masters, and the 


public school teachers cooperate in 
teaching honesty and good citizen- 
ship, the primary source of such in- 
struction is still the home and the 
church. 


How is your home? If you wan- 


tonly deprive your child of 
the 


right to receive moral instruction 
from your neighborhood church, 
then you have a double obligation 


to make up the deficit by greater 
home training. 


Sunday School Vs. Movies 


As intelligent adults, just make 


an assay of the elements in your 
community which will assist you in 
planting a conscience in your child's 
mind. You will find the church an 
invaluable ally. 


And if you arc a busy parent who 


may at times overlook many home- 
ly opportunities to teach morals to 
your youngsters, then you should 
by all means lean on the Sunday 
school and church. 


And don't think you can salve 


your conscience by slipping your 
child a dime and sending him off to 
a nearby movie. The movies do not 
teach morality to the degree 
to 


which the producers would have 
you believe. 


One educator recently announced 


that he had kept track of the 248 
movies which he had seen during 
the preceding few years. 
These 


were also the better class of 
tures. 
pic- 


And of the 248, he found that in 


243, 
alcohol was openly and fla- 


grantly used by the various char- 
acters, often including the hero or 
heroine. And they almost all smok- 
ed, heroines as well as heroes. 


Sophistry Of The Movies 


This is obviously beautiful adver- 


tising for the brewers and tobacco 
manufacturers, but certainly not 
good child psychology. Children are 
imitative creatures. 
They try to 


model their behavior after 
the 


adults who are held up before them. 


The movies try to crawfish out 


of these valid criticisms by saying 
that they show only what the pub- 
lic wants. 
They also claim with 


great gusto that morality triumphs 
in the end, so the children can learn 
a profitable lesson thereby. 


This is chiefly rationalization and 


sophistry. If children spend 59 min- 
utes witnessing debauchery, alco- 
holism and adultry, the concluding 
one-minute of the happy 
ending 


will not efface that long exposure 
to wrong impressions. 


In habit formation, quantity and 


duration are very powerful. 
The 


intelligent thing to do is send your 
child to a religious environment at 
least once per week where he-can 
get 60 minutes of moral training.

I agree that it is not easy to use the Bible intelligently in the educa- 


tion of children, but it is not really difficult when one thinks it over. 
I like to begin with the old stories. Children love the story of the Crea- 
tion, the Garden, the naming of the animals. That story can be told over 
and over again. It has to be, until there dawns an appreciation of the 
personal relationship of'the individual child to the Creator. 


The story of Moses is fascinating, the^wandering in the wilderness, the 


Ten Commandments. I would teach all children those commandments as 
a guide for life. 


Joseph and his Brethren, Esther. Daniel. Daniel is a boy's hero and his 


life pattern a fine one for them. The Psalms are to be searched for com- 
forting verses. I like the First Psalm, the Twenty-third, the Ninety-first; 
and I would coax, cajole, drive and wheedle children into learning them 
for use in the day of tribulation. 


During the recent flood in New England a lone woman faced the de- 


struction of her farm, her 
all. 


Friends called her saying, "Leave 
the house and come up here to 
safety." But she clung to her home. 
As the water rose, creeping ever 
nearer her doorstep, she groaned, 
"God, you couldn't let this happen 
to me." And she heard very dis- 
tinctly, "It shall not come nigh thy 
dwelling." A verse out of her child- 
hood had spoken, and she was con- 
tent. The flood did not touch her. 
In the moment of distress a Bible 
verse sustained her. 


The stories of the New Testament 


are fine. Children love the Parables. 
Every one of them holds treasure 
for children and old age. I would 
try to have children learn the Fifth 
Chapter of Matthew, the Sermon on 
the Mount, and try, harder, to have 
them live by it. The Bible is a his- 
tory of the human race; its weak- 
ness and wickedness, its strength, 
courage, faith, nobleness, are all 
there, written in beautiful language. 
The Bible is literature. It contains 
great poetry. It holds challenge and 
inspiration for the human soul. One 
finds there what one needs, and one 
may overlook what he does not 
need without loss. 


The begats are of interest only to 


Bible Scholars. They are of no in- 


terest to children, or to most of us 
grown people. There are chapters 
and verses of interest only to spe- 
cialists of one sort or another. They, 
too, 
can be skipped without loss. 


What we need from the Bible is its 
strong drive to righteousness, its 
clear direction to walk in the way 
of Truth and Beauty. 


The Stories of the Bible, versions 


that select what children can read 
easily, and .profit by directly, are 
easy to get. and easy to use. Teach- 
ers and parents who want to use the 
Bible can well begin with such 
helps. It is onl ythe matured, train- 
ed reader who can read straight 
through the Bible with profit. Chil- 
dren need selected bits, the drama- 
tic stories, the musical Psalms and 
the Parables, first. Give them a 
taste of good Bible reading and 
they will go the rest of the way 
themselves.

Land of the Turks 


m— Mustofft Kemml 


The story of Turkey since the 


close of the World war is largely 
the story of a man. His name may 
be given as Mustafa, but be added 
to it or changed it more than once 
during his life, which ended late the 
past year. 


What a man he was, and wha 


a youth he was! During his youth, 
while he was learning to be a sol 
dier, he spoke shocking words. 


"The sultan," he said, "has a firs 


duty, and the duty is to be a Turk 
He should think of the Turks as 
more important than the Moham 
medan religion." 


Those words were spoken in 1898 


•when Mustafa was an 18-year-olc 
student at a Turkish military school 
He might, have suffered for speak. 
ing them, but the men in charg 
of the school were proud of him 
as a student, and did not report him 
to the government. One of the in 
structors 
called him 
"Kemal,' 


meaning "Perfect." 
and in later 


years he was known as "Mustafa 
Kemal." 


In 1904. after 
being graduated 


with high honors, he became 
lieutenant in the Turkish army. On 
that very day, however, 
he was 


placed under arrest and sent to 
Damascus, a city in the Syrian part 
of the old Turkish empire. 


The disgrace of the young of- 


ficer did not last and he kept ris- 
ing in rank. Yet he worked to build 
up a secret society in the hope o: 
making Turkey a better country 
His hopes came true, to some ex- 
tent. in 1908 when a revolution gave 
Turkey a parliament, and took away 
some of the powers of the sultan. 


In 1911 Mustafa Kemal became a 


major in the army, and two years 
later was made colonel. He was not 
in favor of having Turkey take the 
side of Germany in the World war. 
since he believed the Germans were 
doomed to lose. 


If Turkey had stayed out of the 


war. it probably would not have 
lasted so long. As it was. Mustafa 
played an important part in the 
war. When it seemed Great Britain 
might capture 
Constantinople, 
he 


took charge of the Turkish troops 
defending the Dardanelles. Largely 
because of his skill, the British were 
beaten back. 


At that time, a watch changed 


the course of history. A splinter of 
shell struck Mustafa 
and would 


have gone through his chest to his 
heart if a watch had not been in the 
way. if he had been killed, the his- 
tory of Turkey, at least, would have 
been different. 


When the World war ended. Tur- 


key was in danger of being brok- 
en into pieces. Mustafa Kemal was 
ordered to make an army of Turks 
give up their weapons. Instead of 
doing that, he started a series of 
caring acts, which we 'shall take up 
in bur next story.
